"There have been some shocking 
upsets this season. But lf the rule 
change affects everyone equally, 
then it would be illogical to assume 
we would have more upsets In the 
future than in past ,ears. Upsets 
are pretty healthy for football, 
anyhow." 
Even some die-hard two-platoon 
addicts have reconsidered and now 
believe the new system has merit 
and makes for healthier football.
